But there are no such forces in existence, The 
United Nations have committed themselves 
to responsibility for the future of Palestine, 
but have not created the means to carry out 
the partitioning arrangement they sponsored. 
The League of Nations muddled no worse 
in Abyssinia and Kwantung than the United 
Nations have thus far muddled in Palestine, 
| If history is not to repeat, there will have to 
be some fast action at the organization's 
headquarters in the next three months. 


The New Ceiling 

Under the new contracts, Britain is to pay 
more for Canadian beef, bacon, eggs and 
cheese. Whether the price-increase is enough 
to stimulate production of these commodities, 
or to halt shrinkage, is a question everybody 
is interested in but only farmers and produc- 
tion experte are qualified to answer. 

The effect on consumer prices in Canada 
is somewhat uncertain for the time, To 
illustrate, it is widely predicted that medium 
and lower grades of beef may become dearer, 
but that top grades-will not be effected be- 
cause Canadians are already paying more for 
these than Britain offers to pay. The broad 
effect on the cost of living in Canada ean- 
not be foreseen with certainty, 

The long-range meaning of the contracts 
is that the producer is to speculate. In aport- 
ing language, Ottawn is betting that world 
prices will tend to subside before the con- 
tracts expire, while London is betting that 
they will eithar stay where they are or go 
higher, Time will tell whethér the producer 
gains or loses by selling under a contract 
ceiling.

sunset and mid-day and in the mid- 
dle ages it was customary to place 
dates by referring to prominent 
feast days, such as Tuesday before 
St, Peter's day, But it all grew very 
complicated and no one seemed to 
know which was which and, ex- 
cept for a few high grade citizens 
no one, furthermore, seemed to 
care very much 

Like the Indian who once re 
marked of the White Man: “Ha, 
it's 12 o'clock he must be hungry,” 
we seem to have overdone the 
time business o little, With all the 
advances we have made and are
